Thou gh th e east m ay feel some 
more earth trem ors, the Rev . 
Frederick W. Sohon, seismolo­ 
gist a t Georgetown u niv ersity , 
said today th a t there is little to 
fear from them . 
‘‘T here m ay be a few little 
things like the distu rbance F ri­ 
day m orning,” he said, ‘‘bu t as 
tim e goes on they will be spaced 
farth er and farth e r a pa rt and 
will be of slighter and slighter 
intensity . 
‘‘We don’t ex pect any thing big 
for the fu tu re.” 
E arthqu akes, he said, resu lt 
from a slow rise in the e a rth ’s 
su rface. 
This 
process, 
spread 
ov er thou sands of y ears, started 
w hen th e m ile-deep glacial ice 
disappeared. 
‘‘The ice load had pu shed the 
e a rth ’s su rface down,” F ath er 
Sohon ex plained,, “and now it is 
slowly com ing back to norm al.” 
Becau se there is “not m u ch 
c ontrast” in the topography of 
the eastern seaboard and becau se 
the region is com parativ ely “old” 
geologically , there is likely to be 
any su dden cleav age or breaking 
u nde# the su rface. There is more 
likelihood, he said of a “bend­ 
ing in the land,” bringing abou t 
a less intense distu rbance. 
In the west, earthqu akes are 
m ore 
seriou s 
becau se 
of 
the 
sharply contrasting topography 
of the area and its geologic 
“y ou th,” 
he 
said. 
T here 
the 
earth breaks along “fau lt” lines. 
The 
trem ors 
y esterday , 
the 
seismologist said, “shou ld prov e 
v ery v alu able” in adding to sci­ 
entific knowledge of the speed 
a t w hich su ch distu rbances tra v ­ 
el. Becau se earthqu akes mov e a t 
different speeds throu gh differ­ 
ent ty pes of rocks, additional 
d ata can also be gathered abou t 
the rock stru ctu re.

A 50 YEAR RECORD 
The reco rd o f o ur ex po rts and impo rts fo r Sep­ 
tem ber has just been issued by the Bureau o f 
Fo reign and Do mestic Co mmerce. Fro m an agri­ 
cultural standpo int, it is pro bably the mo st dis­ 
m al reco rd th a t has been w ritten in the last 50 
y ears. In the m o nth o f September the United 
States, fo r the first time since the Civ il War, if 
no t fo r all time, impo rted mo re farm pro ducts 
than it ex po rted. 
That so unds incredible in v iew o f the fact th a t 
ev er since the West was o pened immediately fo l­ 
lo wing the Civ il war, the United States bo re the 
pro ud title o f being the granary o f the wo rld. 
Under the New Deal po licies o f the last two 
y ears, ho wev er, agricultural ex po rts hav e been 
steadily declining, and o ur agricultural impo rts 
hav e been steadily increasing. The po licies o f the 
AAA are swiftly destro y ing the farm er’s fo reign 
m arkets and gradually destro y ing his do mestic 
markets. 
The m o nth o f September sho ws o ur ex po rts o f 
anim als and edible anim al pro ducts, m eat pro d­ 
ucts, dairy pro ducts, lard, and fish, to hav e 
am o unted to $9 ,39 7 ,000, while o ur im po rts o f the 
same articles amo unted to $10,253,000. 
The ex po rts o f v egetable fo o d pro ducts and 
bev erages, grains and grain preparatio ns, fo dder 
and feeds, v egetables and v egetable prepara­ 
tio ns and edible v egetable o ils, amo unted to $21,- 
97 8 ,000, while o ur impo rts o f the like articles 
were mo re than do uble th a t — am o unting to 
$48 ,161,000. 
When the American farm er sees the impo rts 
o f agricultural pro ducts, bo th raw and finished, 
are nearly twice the ex po rts o f like pro ducts, he 
sho uld begin to do so me serio us thinking regard­ 
ing the po licies o f an Adm inistratio n which 
makes this po ssible. 


TAXES EXCEED DIVIDENDS 
In a letter to sto ckho lders, the president o f a 
representativ e large American m erchandising 
co rpo ratio n, po ints o ut th at it pay s a div idend o f 


$1.00 a share — while its tax es am o unt to $1.12 
a share. The letter say s, in part: “Yo ur tho ught­ 
ful co nsideratio n o f tax figures will bring to y o u 
a realizatio n o f the burden o f y o ur co mpany ’s 
tax bill and will perhaps indicate the present ten­ 
dency to ward ex cessiv e tax atio n, which o bv io us­ 
ly m ust be bo rne, directly o r indirectly , by Mr. 
and Mrs. Jo hn Citizen.” 
Hundreds o f o ther businesses, large and small, 
find themselv es in a po sitio n such as this. Fo r 
a while it may be po ssible to m eet increased tax es 
by lo wering the return to sto ckho lders. But so o n­ 
er o r later, the tax burden m ust be reflected in 
the co st o f whatev er the co mpany sells, w hether 
it be a lo co mo tiv e o r a can o f beans. 
The entire public m ust alway s ev entually fo o t 
the bill caused by reckless, ex trav agant and 
wasteful go v ernment.

W ashingto n — Repo rts persist 
aro und the capital th at the co m­ 
ing m o nths will see renewed ef­ 
fo rts in co ngress and high ad­ 
m inistratio n circles to bring the 
perso nnel o f the many em ergen­ 
cy agencies o f the “new deal” 
under civ il serv ice. 
There’s ev en talk amo ng in­ 
siders th a t when “Big Jim ” F ar­ 
ley steps o ut as po stm aster gen­ 
eral to take perso nal directio n o f 
the campaign to re-elect Presi­ 
dent Ro o sev elt, he will be suc­ 
ceeded by a man o f no particu­ 
lar po litical backgro und and ex ­ 
perience. There hav e been hints 
th a t a career m an in the po stal 
serv ice may get the appo intment. 
There is legislatio n pending in 
co ngress new which wo uld giv e 
the White Ho use autho rity to 
place these emergency agencies 
under the m erit sy stem as so o n 
as practicable.

branch o f the go v ernment. 
All so rts o f delay s are en­ 
co untered. A sho rt while back, 
fo r ex ample, it was tho ught NRA 
and AAA co uld co me under the 
m erit sy stem as quickly as legally 
po ssible. At the present, ho w­ 
ev er, despite the fact th a t NRA 
has made v ast retrenchm ents in 
perso nnel it still is far fro m be­ 
ing in perm anent fo rm. 
And 
AAA, altho ugh President Ro o se­ 
v elt has said it is to be made a 
perm anent part o f the go v ern­ 
ment, until the supreme co urt 
decides o n its co nstitutio nality , 
ev ery thing is hanging fire.
